Natural History Society. 


Mr. Jamos M. Sonthwick of Provi- 


dence, lectured on Thursday evening, 
21st instant, before this Society on "Tho 
Birds of Ithode Island." Mr. South- 
wick's scientific knowledge, and tho 
opportunities afforded him by his pro- 
fession as a naturalist, combine to fit 
him well for such a subject, which ho 
treated in a pleasant, popular style. 
Ho gave many interesting details as to 
tho extent and variety of our feathered 
residents in this State, who come and 
go without any appeal to naturalization 
or any other human laws, but guid- 
ed 
simply 
by 
tho unerring laws 


of nature. It seems there aro 708 
different species of birds in tho United 
States, and of those 281 at least, visit 
Khodo Island, fully 100 being perma- 
nent residents. Tho meeting was pre- 
sided over by Colonel J. Hare Powol, 
whose own acquaintance as a sports- 
man with the birds of Newport, enabled 
him to supplement Mr. Southwick's ro- 
marks with several notes about various 
species. Other 
local ornithologists 


spoke, including Mr. Parmentor, Mr. 
Charles H. Lawton, Mr. A. O'D. Taylor 
and Dr. Hives. Dr. Storcrand Rev. Mr. 
Emerson also made remarks on the 
nesting habits and other traits of birds. 
This branch of natural history seems a 
favorite in Xewport; and Mr. South- 
wick's chapter of notes and practical 
suggestions as to collections, will, no 
don-bt, deopen tho interest in ornitho- 
logical investigation.

Bancroft visited his near neighbor, tlio 
venerable philanthropist, W. W. Cor- 
coran, who had been stricken with par- 
alysis, and expressed tlio greatest con- 
cern for his old friend. 
2s*ow George 


Bancroft, who always leaves Washing- 
ton with the month of roses, is at his 
Newport home "on the Cliffs." Mr. 


i Corcoran, removed to the pure air of 


; the Alleglianies at Deer Park, has par- 
tially recovered, hut never will regain 
!iis strength. "I fear," said an old 
family friend who has jnst come down 
from the mountain retreat, "that he 
will never walk again, and I told him 
so. I said that at his time of life he 
could not expect to regain his accus- 
tomed vigor after such a shock, and he 
bore the news cheerfully." 


Fie may live a year or two longer, but 


it is not to be expected that ho can long 
survive, for he long since passed tiio 
three score and ten mile post, and has 
been for some months in feeble health. 


I If hnsliall live until December 27 he 


i will then have finished his eighty-ninth 


j year. IIu was .born at Georgetown, D. 
C., on December 27, 1708, one year be- 
fore George \Vashington died, and he 
is one of the few men in tho world who 
has personally known every President 
of the United States, save one. A sur- 
vey of the events of Mr. Corcoran's 


] busy life involves a long look into the 


I past. 
In tho year that he was born 


. Wilbcrforcc's motion for the suppres- 


j sion of the slave trade was lost in the 
British Parliament, and slavery was 
abolished in Massachusetts; Bonaparte 
was at the height of his fame, and By- 
ron died; tho United States had is- 
sued reprisals against Franco, the con- 
troversy as to which is still going on 
in the Court of Claims, and George 
Washington was Commandcr-iu-Chief 
of the United .States Army. 
Mr. Cor- 


coran, in submitting some suggestion 


nerved an apprenticeship there u clorl 
for three years, when he received a 
clerkship in the branch bank of the 
United Stales, which was located in the 
building now occupied by the Surgeon 
General of the United States array, iin. 
mediately opposite the Treasury Build- 
ing. Young Corcoran, who was even 
then noted for tho suavity and affability 
of manner for which, as tin old man, ho 
has been so much admired, attracted 
tho attention of tho then President of 
the United States, who kept his account 
it that bank, and when the United 
States Hank was abolished and the bank 
of Gen. Mason, in Georgetown, went 
into liquidation, the President appoint- 
ed young Corcoran tho agent of the 
Government to look after tho real es- 
tate belonging to the Bank of Mason, 
which the United States, as a creditor, 
was compelled to take for a debt. Ho 
secured much prestige as ayounsman 
on account of this recognition by tho 
Administration, which was an advan- 
tage to him when ho soon afterwards 
started in business for himself as a 
broker in a little shop not far from tho 
spot where tho great banking house of 
J. Cook iv Co., in 1S73, closed its doors.

had scon "all the Presidents of the 
United States except tho first, and that 
lie had held confidential Filiations with 
many of them." George Bancroft, his 
near neighbor, visited him tho other 
day, and George Bancroft was Secreta- 
ry of the Navy under that administra- 
tion which espcciallylfavored the young 
firm of Corcoran A Kiggs, which gave 
them to negotiate the loan of the 
United States to carry ou the Mexican 
war, by the placing of which that firm 
laid the foundation for the great for- 


| ; tune of both of its members. 


Burly Hays. 


Mr. Corcoran's father came to this 


country from Ireland in 1783 and set- 
tled in Georgetown. At that time the 
District of Columbia was little more 
than a wilderness, and George Wash- 
ington was still a country gentleman at 
Mount Vernon. 
It was the year in 


which the independence of the United 
States was signed at Versailles, and 
about the time that Gen. Washington 
resigned his command of the army. 
The elder Corcoran kept a little thread 
store on the only business street of 
Georgetown, and lived in a small farm 
house, where William Wilson Corcoran 
was born, on one of the streets which 
runs up from the Potomac, not far from 
the Oak Hill Cemetery which Sir. Cor- 
coran many years ago gave to the city. 
This is one of the most beautiful of the 
cemeteries of America, to the managc- 
men! of which the venerable philan- 
thropist has given more attention than 
to most any other business enterprise 
in the declining years of his 
life. 


Voung Corcoran had few opportunities 
for education, but he improved those, 
that were provided to the utmost. 
He 


was placed at an early age in a dry 
onds store in Georgetown, where he 
night learn business habits, and, at the 
;ame time, help to take some of the 
Minions off his struggling father. 
The 


ad proved very apt at business, 
and 


lad not been long in this store before 
10 attracted the attention of General 
lason, 
then 
the President of the 


Georgetown Hank, who was one of the 
nost promising bank ollicers of the 
•oung republic. 
Gen. Mason was the 


ather of the Mason who was one of the

.ouise Corcoran, from whom, and from 
is wife, the Louise Home is named, was 
lie private secretary of Slide!!, the 
thcr Commissioner. 
He, also, was 


akcu from tho Trent by Admiral 
Wilkes, together with the Commission- 
ra. The quaint old bank, building in 
ivhich Gen. Mason had his hank still 
lands upon the high blurt" which over- 
ooks tho Potomac, not far from the 
ortheni abutment of the .Aqueduct 
ridge. At this bank young Corcoran 
nado rapid progress and became profi- 
cient in tlio knowledge of finance. Ho 


destined to lay the foundations of 
very large fortune, by reason of tho 
fact that ho was selected the agent o 
the Government to negotiate a loan 
forty millions, by means of which th 
United States was enabled to prosecut 
tho war against Mexico for tho extcn 
sion of slave territory and for col 
quest. 


When young Corcoran was a clerk 


Georgetown there was another youn 
lad a clerk there in a dry goods store, 
Vankeo boy of 11 years, Georgo Pea 
body of Salem, Mass. 
He was a frieii' 


and.playmate of Corcoran, and thei 
acquaintance 
lasted 
through 
life 


George Peabody became so useful t 
his employers that he was sent to Bal 
timoro, where the principal store wa 
located, and at tho age of 10 was placci 
in an important position. 
When abou 


40 he was sent to England on a flnan 
cial mission for the State of Maryland 
and he remained there and establishes 
the great banking house where he mad 
his fortune, lie was a banker in Lon 
don when young Corcoran wout there 
to place the loan of the United States to 
prosecute tiie Mexican war, after a con 
fldential agent sent by the Secretary,of 
the Treasury had returned and pro- 
nounced the attempt to place the loai 
hopeless. George Peabody, by means 
of his acquaintance \vith the Bariiij 
brothers, to whom he introduced Cor- 
coran, was able to render very valuable 
assistance which, undoubtedly, was the 
means by which Mr. Corcoran secured 
the first part of his large fortune. 
In 


Mr. Corcoran's library now there are 
many autograph letters from George 
Peabody referring to the history of that 
loan. In one of them, in which, at a 
later period, ho congratulated Corcoran 
for having contributed a largo sum of 
monoy to the aid of some Hungarian 
refugees, Peabody said that he, too, 
should make large donations to charity 
when ho became rich. The inference 
from the letter is that at that time Cor- 
coran had outstripped Peabody in the 
race for wealth. 


Daniel Webster was a great friend of 


Corcoran when he was Secretary of 
State, and he was helpful to him in his 
efforts to secure the patronage of tho 
Government in the negotiations of 
loans. It is reported, in fact, that one 
of the autographs which Mr. Corcoran 
has long had in his possession is a note 
of Daniel V/ebstor for a very consider- 
able sum of money. 
Autographs of 


that kind of Webster's wore quite com- 
mon here at one time. 


The residence of Mr. Corcoran here 


is one of the finest in the city. It was 
built by Thomas Swann, the father of 
the Thomas Swann who was Governor 
of Maryland. For a long time he was 
in Congress, and distinguished him- 
self in the last years of his life by mar- 
rying the Widow Thomson, of New 
Jersey, a woman of great attractions, 
who still survives. 
This house was 


sold by Thomas Swann to Daniel Web- 
ster. The purchase money was raised 
by a purse of tho friends of Webster in 
New York and Boston, to which, it is 
understood, Mr. Corcoran was a large 
contributor. 
It was in this house that 


Webster lived when the Ashburton 
treaty was negotiated. Later he pre- 
ferred to make his permanent home at 
Marshficld, and then \V. W. Corcoran 
purchased the house, 
where he has
